worke,which I had already begun,then breaking my 
courſe with delaies to be ſtill ſtriking on the anuill, 
| knowing thatthings begun, are more eaſily conclu- 
1 ded then thinges interrupted can be conioyned; 
wherefore in thatvery yeare and ſome tew daies fol- 
: lowing, I did begin,continue and conſummate the 
three bookes of this hiſtorie, ſince which time ithath 
\ lyenin the couert of my tudie, of my ſelfe ſeldome 
| looked on,of others ſome times read, who by vrgent 
perſwaſion would haue mooued me ro offer it tothe 
publike view of my countreymen, to which Iwould 
in no wiſe condiſcend, alleaging for reaſon that ir 
| would be thought a blemiſh of unpudencie in meto 
aſſay the diſcription of ſuch things,which by Appar, 
Plutarch,Paterculus,8& others have bene excellently 
delivered; which I tooke to. be a ſuthcient forcreſle 
and (upport of my excuſe and retuſall, but againe I 
heard that all the Romane writers which have re- 
ported the accidents of this hiſtorie, are cither in 
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THE PREFACE ; 
their narrations too long and prolixe, or elſe too 

harſh and vnpleaſant,or elſe ſo exceeding briefe that 

the coherence and mutuall dependance of things 

could hardly be diſcerned or conieCtured in the nar- 

row compaſlt: of ſo ſtrict deſciphering. This Iheard 

with patience, and anſwered with filence, for I durſt 

not oppoſe my blunt arguments to their daintie ap- 
petite: the truth ſanding ſo in the middle way be- 

twixt bs both, that I could not with ſafe conſcience 
inalltheſe allegations diſſent from them, nor with 
{ound opinion in all conſent vatothem, wherefore 
weighing more preciſely in minde, and ballancing 
with vnaftectioned thoughts the ſtate of the diffe- 
rence betwixt vs, and beholding the naked pourtra- 
ture of the thing ir felfe without ſhadow of circum- 
ſtances, I perceiuedthat the great prolixirie and the 
too exceeding breuitie of theRomane hiſtoriogra- 
phers could notwell be couered with the veile of a- 
ny reaſonableexcuſe: and further the obieCtion of 
others couldnot well be confuted who do condemne 
in their writings great diſagreament and contrariety 
of narration, wherefore remembring my firſt intent 
inthecollcQing of theſe hiſtoricall reports, which 
was to ſingle and ſequeſter the vndeniable truth of 
the hiſtoric from the drofſe and falſhood which was 
in many places intermixed and enfolded in it: and 
to do this inſuch fort, that my ſpeciall care in auoy- 
ding the extremities of length and brevity,two loth- 
fome taults,from which notwithſtanding few writers 
be free,mighr fully and maniteſtly appeare:and con- 
fidering likewiſe that hiſtories are now in ſpeciall 
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TO THE READER, 


requeſt and accomprt, whereat T greatly retoyce, ac- 
knowledging them tobe the teachers of vertuous 
life, good conuerſation,diſcreete behauiour,politike 
gouernement, conuenient enterpriſes, aduiſedpro- 
ccedings,warie defences, groundedexperience,and 
refined wiſedome. Andbeing again ſolicited by per- 
ſwaſible meanes, to commit the cenſure of this my 
hiſtoricall colleQtion to the curtelic ofothers,I haue 
atlaſt yeelded to this motion, repoling my ſelfe ra- 
ther vpon kinde conſtruction, then rigorous deſert, 
The vſe of this hiſtorie is threefold, firſt the reuea- 
ling of the miſchicfes of diſcord and ctuill diſcenti- 
on, in which the innocent are proſcribed for their 
wealth, noblemen diſhonored, cities become waſte 
by baniſhment and bloodſhed :nay (which is more) 
virgins are deflowred, infants are taken out of their 
parents armes, and put to the ſword, matrons do 


ſyffer villanije, temples and houſes are ſpoyled,and 


euery place is full of armed men, of carcaſſes, of 
bloud, ofteares, Secondly the opening of the cauſe 
hereof, which is nothiugelſe but ambition, for out 
of this ſeed groweth a wholeharueſt ofcuils, Third- 
ly the declaring of the remedie, which is by humble 


eſtimation of our ſclues, by liuing well, not by lur- - 


king well : by conuerſing in the light of the com- 
mon weale with equals, not by complorting in 
darke conuenticles againſt ſuperiors: by conten- 
ting ourſelves with our lot, and not contending to 
our loſle : by hoping without aſpiring, and by ſuffe- 
ring without confpiring.Let Romein thishiſtorybe 
a witneſle, that aſlipperieaſcending was alwaies ac- 
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TO THE READER, 

companied with a headlong diſcent,and that peace 
is a great deale better then triumph, which will be 
an occaſion I truſt to my countreymen of England 
to be thankfull tro God for this{weete quiet and ſe- 
renitie of this flouriſhing eſtate, in which England 
now ſtandeth , wherein the day ftriuveth with the 
night whetherſhall be calmer :and let it mooue thee 
whoſoeuer thou art, courteous Reader, topray with 
the earneſt endeuor of thy hart, thatthe Iris which 
is thepledge of our peace may ſtill thine amongſt 
vs,that the happie Virgin which is the ſtarre of ſafety 
inthe Zodiacke ofthis common weale may continue 


immoueable, that our Halcyon may (till fit in this 
Albion,on this white rocke to make the ſeas calme, 


and the waues {ilent, and to preſerve the league of 
heauen andearth, I meane true Religion amongſt 
vs, From my Chamber in Graies Inne 13, OQtob.

faires? V Vhat could be more ablurd ihen the 
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Scnators onelyto beſtow the Sonkltp, the 
ſoucraigntie in warres, the ſupremaciein ſ{u* 
perſtitious offices, according to their fancie 


_ andafte&ion,to call Senatesattheir pleaſure, 


to conuocate allemblics when it ſeemed beſt 
for their owne profite, and to haue power of 
life and death vpon the bodies oftheirfellow 
citizens,& the people to liue Jike their (laues, 
being barred and reſtrained from marrying 


_ with the daughter of anie Senatour, as itthar 


pray had bene too high for ſo lowa wing, and 
being heldin ſuch difdaine and difreputation 
that commonfellowſhip and murtuall ſocictie 
was denied them, whichwas indeede not to 
liuelike freemen ina citie, bur like villaines 
and bondmen ina wainſcot priſon, and like 
ſillie birds in a golden cage: but when after 
long experience they had found, that winter 
ſucceeded ſommer, &thatthe vihered wel- 
iarc of rheir citie cold not bereuiued with- 
our ſome fortunate ſpring : to theintent that 
moderation might be induced, and that the 
meaner ſort might beare G ftroke with 
the mightier, thatthe people might entoy the 
ſweete ofthe citie as well as the fathers, they

procured a new office entituled the Tribune- 
(hip, whereby they might prote&rhemſclues 
as witha ſhieldagainſtthe arrogant endeuors 
and outragious decrees of the Senatours,and 
the the fellowſhip of mariage was brought in 
withthe Senate,which before wasprohibited 
the people, as if they had bene ſtained with 
ſome cotagious iandiſe,or infected with ſome 
dangerousleproic,and their ſuffrage was the 
made neceſlarie to the ele&ion of officers, 
which before was asrareinthat comon-weale - 
asa white skinin Ethiopia. The people ha- 
uing thus ereed their power,did by degrees 
more and more enhaunce it, till by many al- 
tcrations it was turned from an Ariſtocracie, 
from the rule of them that were manie and 
mightie, toa plaine and viſible Democracie 
or eſtate popular, adminiſtred by the voyces 
ofthe multitude and magiſtrates, andby the 
vnitedconſent ofthe whole corporatio.Now 
when the people had by continuall incroch* 
ments aſlumed and ſeaſed into their handes 
the giuing and beſtowing ofthe greater ofti- 
ccs, astheConſulſhip, that ſtrong tower of 
the Senatous authoritie, and beſides thatthe 
B 2 
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Di&atorſhip, the Cenſorſhip , the alike 
Empirc,the prieſtly dignitic,and many other 
molt excellent honors, which before did ſole- 
ly belong to the Peeres of Rome, and now 
there wanted nothing to make chelt power e- 
qual], but onely hat! Plebiſcites, that is, de- 
crees made by the people, ſhould binde the 
greaterpowers, as wellasthe pcople them- 
{clues, tro which atthat time the whole com- 
panie of the Nobles were exempted. There- 
jore to make them generall, and of like force 
againſt all,they wreſted from the fathers after 
much buſineſle, the law Hortenfta, by which 
It was enacted thas3 in cuery important matrer 
the peopleſhould be equa [ly intereſted with 
the Senate , and thatthe lawes ſo made and 
ratified by them: ſhould firetch aswellto the 
Senators, asto the people themſelues. After 
that the we as e was brought to this 
good and temperate conſtitution, many pro- 
hitable lawes were eſtabliſhed, many victories 
tollowed, many cities bowed ynto them,ma- 
nie m——ckich ſued for their fauour manic 
tyrants feared their puifſance, & manie coun- 
treys dreadedtheirinuaſion. Thenthere flou-

riſked in Rome moſt admirable examples of 
abſtinencie, modeltie, tuſtice, fortitude, and 
which was tie ſeale oftheir ſecurnie, an vni- 
uerfall ynitie and agreement. Then the fame 
of their Cury, their C oruncany, their Fabritiy, 
tacir Merteili, their Fabiz, their Marcell, their 
Scipioes, their Pauli, their Lepidi, didring in 
the world, whoſe great magnanimitie & wiſc- 
dacteinaio rumulrof warres , together with 
their (ingular tz mperance, and loyaltiei nthe 
calme of peace,isto be wondred at ofall,and 
of allto be reuzrenced, Bur when either the 
Senate or people did paſle the liſts andlimits 
of zquall regiment, the ancient and yertuous 
orders of the:citie were immediatly rroden 
vnder foote, and their good and Jaudable cu- 
ſromes were encountred and put to flight by 
diſlolute and ynbridled enornuties: then the 
Aſtaticall triumphs did, incorporate into the 
citie a womanilh wantonneſle, then proude 
ambition mounted her plume of di{daine vp- 
pon the top ofthe Capitolle,thentheir exceſ- 
ſe pride and jouiflance for their victories 
had againſt Pyr:hus, for their c6queſt of Car- 
thage, forthe ouerthrow of Philip, Perſeus,

Rome built, 


6 " "CLOTHO, OR 
Antiochus, mightic kings, forthe winning of 
Spaine, Sicilic, Sardinia, Illyria, Macedonia 
and Greece, being as yetireſh intheir memo- 
ries, were as bellowesto puffe vp their ſwel- 
ling humours. The there ſucceeded a diſmall 
diſcord,which beginning when the cſtate was 
at the higheſt, did notend or expire,till it fell 
tothe loweſt ebbe,ſticking faſt in the ſands of 
a prieuous defolation, If a man will retroſpe- 
aiucly meaſurethe ſpace of formertimes, & 
the whole compaſle of yeares, wherein the 
fortunes of the Romanes were by God his 
hand turned about, heſhall finde that all the 
weight of their affaires,before the incohation 
ofthe Empire of Auguſtus, may bediſperſed 
into ſixe ages; wherofthe firſt containing the 
number of fiſtic yeares, was ſpentinthe ma- 
king ofa towneztor that gorgeous ſeate which 
nowe.we call Rome, wasthen bur a plot of 
ground, to which houſes were wanting , but 
afterward a great multitude of Latine & Tuf- 
cane ſhepheards, together with Phrygians 8 
Arcadians, flowing tothatplace, astoa tem- 
ple reuerenced by pilgrimsandtrauellers,the 


common-weale was compactcd of theſe ſe-

uerall people, as a bodie of diuerſe elements. 
Romulus the founder of theircitie & empire, 
did delight wholly in mountaines , riuers, 
woods, mariſhes and waſtes, playing perhaps 
the eſpiall , to diſcouer and find out in what 
place it were beſtto erectacitie, and how to 
conuey thingsneceſlarie vnto it, and how to 
adorne it with continual increment and addi- 
tion of demeilnes; to ſuch imaginations the 
fields and places deſolate were moſt accor- 
dant, and to his ſauage ſocictiethis practiſe of 
life was moſt acceprable, 

The ſecond age which chalengeth other 
fiftie yeares, did ingender in them working 
ſpirits and loftie cogitations,which encagred 
and inflamed their mindes, againſt the conhi- 
ners& borderers: then itfirſt beganto beare 
the countenance and ſhape of a kingdome, 
which was aſter enlarged tothe ſhore of the 
Midland and Adriaticke ſeas, which they ra- 
ther vied as bridges to other nations, then as 
bounders to their owne. 

Thethird age whoſe ſteps were an hundred 
and fiftie yeares,wasthe crowne and conſum- 


mation oftheir kingdome, in which whatſoe-

The fourth age was as it were he youth of 
the Romane nodarchie, when the lowerof 
tneirproweſle being grecnc,and the bloud of = 
tacir mindes bloſſoming in their faces-and 
armes,the {hepheardly fauageneſle did as yet 
breathe foorth the rehques ofan vadaunted 
ſtomacke.1hen flourithed theſe Romane ha- 
zards,and miraglesCocjes,Sceuala;Glagiiag 
which chronicles dotheretore witneſle, that 
-poſteritze may. wonder..Then were the Tul- 
cancs,repulſed and the Latinesand Volſcias 
daily and deadly enemies, vanquiſhed by the 
aiohaphane husbandrnan L; Quintius Cin- the Geeta 
cinnatus, which war he ended within fifteene wa of Cin- 
dayes,asif he-had made hafttoreturneto his ES 
tillage, Then were ouercome the Vientines,

of all [talie : there isnoland more temperate 
for aire, for it hath a double {pring- -tide : no 
ſoile moretertile, and therfore itis called the 
combat ofBacchus % C eres,no region more 
hoſpitable in regard of the ſen, here be the 
noble hauens Caieta, Miſenus, 8& the health- 
full barhes Lucrine and Aveine, the reſting 
places ofthe ſea. Here the mountaines clad 
with vines Gaurus,F alernus, Maſſtus,and the 
firie hill Veſurius : here the famous citic Ca- 
pua third fiſter toRome and C arthagedoth 
imperiouſly ſtand.

death of the Romanes : fo that Pyrrhus did 
thinke him ſelfe to be borne vnder Hercules 
hisſtarre , who hauing cut oft the ſeuenheads 
of Hydra, feuen otherdid ſpring vp.Butfrom 
this Captaine the Romanes plucked ſuch 
ſpoiles, that neuer fairer were caried intri- 
umph, For before this day nothing paſſed in 
triumph, but the heards of the Volſcian cat- 
tell, and theflocks of the Sabine ſheepe, the 
broken wagons of the Gaules, & the cruſhed 
harnefle otthe Samnites : butin this triumph, 
if youreſpeCt the priſoners, they were Molol- 
{1ans, Theſlalians, Macedonians , Brutians, 
Apulians, Lucans: if youregardthe pompe, 
It was gold, purple, curious pictures, tablers, 
and the delights of Tarentum, Next to this 
was the vidorie of the Piſani and Salentin! : 
this age ihewed her force the ſpace of two 
hundred and fiftie yeares. 

Then followed the fitth age, in whichthe 
bodie of the common. weale grew to great 
ſtrength, the ioints and {inewes being by ma. 
ture ſohditie ſerled infirme eſtate, 7 herefore 
the conquering nation hauing now attained 


tothe verie manhood of manlineſle, and dif-

thaginiawwarre,ſodangerous and bloudie to 
the Romanes, that ifa man comparethe loſle 
of both nations,they which did conquer,were 
moreliketo perſons conquered, Foritgrie- 
ued tharnoble brood, and valiantpeopleot 
Carthage to be abridged ofthe ſea, depriued 
oftheWlands, to pay tribute, and to vndergo 
not onely the bridle,butthe yoke : rothis age

muſt be aſcribed the circuit of one hundred 
yeares, which may betermed the golden age 
ofthe Romanes, &the firſtagein whichthey 
ſhewing their ſtreamers on cach {ide of the 
Ocean, diJtranſporttheir warres into all na- 
tions ofthe world, in whoſe yeares the Ro- 
manes were honeſt, religious,iuſt,fincere,ver- 
tuous, and dutifull, 

The fixt age containing 120, yeares was 
troubleſome and vgly, bloudie & deteſtable, 


vices growing withtheir Empire, For withthe 


wars valiantly foughtagainſt Iugurtha, & Mi- 
thridates, againſtihe Carthaginians,Cimbri- 
ans,Parthians, Galles & Germanes, by which 
the Romane glorie aſcended and pierced the 
Skie, the ciuill flaughters ofthe Gracchi, and 
of Druſus, of Marius, Sylla and others were 
mingled and enterlarded : how mournetull a 
ſpectacle was it, that they fought the ſame 
time with fellowes1n league, with fellowes 1n 
the citie, with bondmen, with fencers, all the 
Senate afterward contending and being in 
hurliburly with it ſelfe 2 Theſe times recciued 
of te other agesan exquiſite commo weale, 
a$1t werea curious picture, which aiter mil 
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FOR and decaying by age,they did not only 


negle& to renew, withthe ſame colours , but 
they alſo forgot to preſerue the outwarde 
forme and lincaments thereof, for what re- 
mained of the auncient maners, which were 
both vnuſed and ynknowne : for by their re- 
cent vices they loſt the common-weale 1 in 
fat, and innameretainedit. How lamenta- 
ble was the face ofthingsatthat inſtant2when 
eueric man confulcdly being found 1n the 
held, in the ſtreeres, in trownes, in houſes, in 
highwaics in markets,in temples, in beds;fir 
ting atthetableor inthe porch,was ſuddenly 
and ſauagely murdered? whathowlings were 
there ofthem thardied ? what teares ofthem 
thatliued,and beheldthis? The cauſe of theſe 
miſeries was too great proſperitie , V Vhat 
made the people ſo earneſt to extort the 
lawes of fields and corne, but yerie famine 
procured by not onthe one part, and coue- 
touſneſle on the other ? for ſuch wasrhe lauiſh 
miſ-ſpending , &exceſltue vianding of ſome, 
that it can hardly be defined, w hether more 
did periſh by the blade or by hy banquer,and 
ak againe was the couctoulſnefle, & greedie 
exacting

exatting of others, that none can iudicially 

decide, whether ha Romanes were more en-

heire, or, which was worſe, if Antonius the 
thunder-dart of furic had not ſuruiued, being 
once colleague with Czlarinthe Conſullhip, 
now {ucceſlor of his vſurpation. But while 
Pompeys ſonne ſtriueth for the honor of the 
name, the ſea ratleth with armour : whileſt

In thattra& oftime C, Marius waging bat- | 
taile in Numidia againſt Iugurtha, who were 
both fellow ſouldiers and managed armes to- 
gether vnder Scipio Africanus, ſent L. Sylla 
his Quzſtor to Bocchus the King of the 
Mores, totreate and capitulate with him a- 
bour the taking of Iugurth , whom by that 
meane he-cnioyed , and being made the ſc- 
cond timeConſull, inthe beginning of his 
Conſulſhip and in the Calends of Tanuary, he 
brought lugurth in triumphro Rome. The 
Cimbrians& Teutons at that time did cauſe 
oreat ſlaughter and manie maſſacres of the 
Romanesin France, and hauing putto flight 
and diſcomfited Czpio, Manlius,Carbo,and 
Silanus, they killed in fight Scaurus Aurelius 
one ofthe Conſuls, and other excellentmen 
ofmemorable qualities.

the petitions which Druſus madeas Tribune,

_ tended to the profite of the people, yethis 
driftto be this, that the people hauing leſler 
things graunted them, mightpermitgreater 
to the Senate, thatſo giuing them alitle the 
reyne, they mightenioythe fruite of libertic, 
bur yet might caſily be plucked in if there 


were 
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were anie feare of diſorder ; which was the 
onely meane to preſerue the dignitie of the 
Senate, and to reſtraine the humours of the 
veople, , butthe eyes of the Senators were ſo 
dazeled with enuie toward Druſus, withen- 
mitie toward the people, and rifeloue to- 
ward their owne perſons, that they did more 
allow the pernitious practiſes of the other 
Tribunes, then the dutitullmeaning of Dru- 
ſus: deſpiling the reuerence wherwith Druſus 
did alwayes honour them , and yetdigeſting 
the inuries wherwith his fellow Tribunes did 
moleſtthem: which vniuſt and abſurd dealing 
did cuidemly proceed from the gall of their 
enwe,: Then this good Tribune hauing his 
mind ſurcharged with malcontentment, ſee- 
ing that his honeſt purpoſe was maliciouſly

had bene armed with patience, might haue 
triumphed ouer enuy.Caius Marius was now 
become the refuge and defender both of Se- 
nate and people: : he was of bodie hardfauor 
red, in maners rigorous, famous for warre, & 
lions! In peace, vnſatiable in ambitious de” 

fires, impatient in his wrath, and alwayesat- 
tempting ſome ſtrange abbile + he did not 


longafter valiantly endeuor to ſuppreſle the

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flames and perillous ſcalchre of the Italian 


 warre,which becauſe it was moſt dangerouſly | 


begun and continued, & with great difficultic 
quenched and ended, I thinke it not amiſle 
ro make full deſcription thereof, laying for 
my foundation the cauſe which mouecd the [- 
talians or Latinesto reuoltfrom the Romans, 
and to breake their faith before conſtantly 
kept. But the cauſes of things are ſo ſecret & 
milticall, being the moſt remote obie&s, to 
which our ynderſtanding may aſpire,that we 
may eafily be deceiued by diſguiſed and pre- 
renced reaſons, whileſt we ſecke for thetrue 
and efſential cauſes, For to reportthings that 
be done it is caſte , becauſe the eye and the 


tongue may diſpatch it , butto diſcouer and | 


vatoldthe cauſes of things , requireth braine, 
ſoule, andthebeſtprowefle of mans nature, 
| wherefore to find out the cauſes ofthis warre, 
diligence muſt be vſed. This warre 1s of dir 
uerſe men diucrſly named, ſome terme itthe 
Italian, ſome the Marſtan, ſome the Sociall 
war: all which haue ſuficientreaſon to make

manes, which was the occaſion ofthe enter- 
courſe of manie good turnes and benefits be- 
twixtthem andthe Romanes:forthough they 
did notinioy the liberties ofthe city ot Rome 
in ſuchlarge and ample maner, asthe citizens 
oriree men of that Citie, yetthey poſſeſſed 
them: in farre greater meaſure , then others 
which were meere ſtraungers to that Eſtate, 
and that by the law of logictic , which tothe 
Romanes was alwayes ſacred and inuolate : 
this warre therfore vpon their reuolt was ter- 
med Sociale;as maintained by them who had 
contracted & eſtabliſheda league of ſocietie. 
The Marhan war itwas called, becauſethe fiſt 
commotion was attempted by the Marſ1ans,a 
free people of Italie, The cauſe & the begin- 
ning of this wardo 1n time greatly difter, for 
rhe cauſe hath a retroſpe&rothe firſt times of 
the Romane monarchie, whenthe people of 
Tralie being greatly infeſted and endamaged 
by the continuall inuaſionsof the Romanes, 
did watch oportunitic,and with ſerious expe- 


carion attended, if by anie poſſible meanes_ 


they might requite the Romanes with the 


like, 
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like, andrecouertheir auncientrights and iu- 
riſdicions, and at one inſtant breake both 

the leagueandihake offthe feare whichthey 

then had ofthe Romanes, and which wasthe 
laſt marke of their enterpriſe,rather comaund 
then condition with the Romanes. Bur as 
there is no cuill without excuſe, and no prz- 
rencewithour ſome colour of reaſon, and no 

wiles can be wanting to malicious & wrang- 

ling wits , therefore an occaſion was fought 
for, whereby peace might be diflolued, and 
diſcord warranted, Here now appeareth the 

error wherein Druſus was intangled, For they 

made him an inſtrument or lure to draw vnto 

them the free yſe of theRomane liberties, 

which intruth they did neither greatly deſire, 

nor ſtrongly hope for, but they looked for a 
repulſe, and thought that would be a good 
occaſion to ground their tumults ypon, and 

as it were 2 vaile for their leud endeuours: 
whereby it is euidentthar as the cauſe of this 

warre is ancient, fo the beginning thereof1s,, 
to be referredtothe repulſe of Druſus, which »9:utche 
happenedfixe hundred (1xtic and two yeares ry A 
after the building of Rome. Theſe commo-""* 

wt F 
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tioners of [talic had this purpoſe and intent, 
at their feitiual meetingsto 1oynetheir heads 
and hands together, and foto proceed tothe 
Citic, there to worke the death of the two 
Con{uls Sex. Tulius Czſar, and Martius Phi- 
lippus: butthis matter being diſcouered,they 
did preſently put to'death Seruilius Procon- 
ſull, who was fent vnto them artthe firſt begin- 
ning oftheir ſtirres, by peaceable &reaſona- 
ble meanes to appeaſe and determine them, 
and all the other Romanes which were at A- 
culum, were laine, This bloudie deed being 
reported ar Rome , did greatly plunge the 
minds of the Romanes in doubrand ſorrow. 
For this laughter was as it were an Adamant 
to draw the otherltalians, who did not con- 
ſpire in this murtherto their part,and as afiry 
beacon to the Romanes, to giue them war- 
ning notto preſcribe too much in their pro- 
ſperitie, but tobe circumſpect, & by all warie 
preuention to anticipatetheſecuils, which if 
it ſhould haue beneneglected ofthem,would 
preſently haue turned to ſuch a cloud of in- 
conueniences, that thehre whichdidbefore 
ſerue to gue light , would after haue bent his 
force 
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force to burne and conſume : for the next 
neighbourto admonition is correction, and 
itis caſter to auoide then to elcapea danger. 
But the Romanes with prouident care fore- 
ſecipgrhat the defe&ion and reuolt of them 
who were linked in ſocietie with them, might 
bea great maimetotheir Eſtate, &as it were 
a ladder for forrcine and profefled enemies 
to {cale the walles of their Citie,did therefore 
inthis war make ſpeciall choiſe,both of Cap- 
tainesand ſouldiers:for meane men were not 
to be employcdin a warre of fo great impor- 
_ andrhey that were vnskiltull, were not 
inthe midit of theſe eminent dangers , to be 
trainedand taught, And becauſe they ſaw that 
the commodious ending and compoſing of 
this war, was the hinge whereupon the whole 
eſtate of the Common-weale did depende; 
therefore it was decreed by Senate, that both 
the Conſuls (a rarething inthat Common- 
weale, and neuer done but when exceeding 
Jaunger was feared ) ſhouldgoin perſonto 
the managing of this warre, Neither were 
theltaliis vaprouided or vnaduiſed: forthey 
knew, thatifthey were coquered,they ſhould 
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fall from the eſtate offellowes to be ſlaues, & 
their league ſhould neuer more be truſted, 


which them ſelues had broken : and if they 


ſhould enioy the vidtorie, that they ſhould | 
thenhaue all the wealth of the world at com- 


maund. This golden bootie being enameld 


with a {weete delire of reuenging old iniuries 
( for they had writtenthem in marble with a

and ſomethe Troianes, Thefirſt and princi- 
pall of the race ofthe Aborigines, was the fa- 
milie of the Vitelli,being diſcended fro Fau-

Atthattime was Catuline greatly 
indebted, & becauſe he could not difcharge 
the ſumme within therime appointed and li- 
mited by lawe,nor bring inan eſtimate or va- 
luation othis goods, whereby it might ap- 
pearethathe wasable to defray rhe debt, he 
was forbiddento make ſute for the Conſul-

Thein- 
quiſition of this matter was deferred till it 
came to greater ripeneſle, Afterward they i in- 
tended the death of the moſt partof the Se- 
nators: the time was appointed when their 
complices and confederates, abbetters, and 
aſlitantsſhou'd meet in armour: but becauſe 


 Catiline percetued thatthe number of theſe 


rebellious ſouldiers was not yer ſufficient to 
give onſet tothe citic, he withdrew his hand 
for a time, and diſniſled the armie. But a 
yeare alter M, Cicero, and C. Antomusþa- 
uingentred the C onfalſhip , Catiline being 
now alſo diſgraced with another repulle, re- 
colleQedinto his ſeditious braine his aunci- 
ent plots and former villanies:then he con- 
ſpired withP. Lentulus & C, Cethegus Pre- 
torsto worke the death ofthe Conluls,to ſlay 
the Senate,to burne thecitie, and to alterthe 
ſtate; and for this purpoſe they did by letters 
inuite to this horrible maſlacre many Ro- 
manes that were employcd in forraine ſer- 
uice, T his being g apparantly cuident, & dan- 
gers 
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gers being now atthe doore, and in a readi- 
nefle to pierce into the citie, vnleſle ſome 
mature aduiſe were preſently aken, a Senate 
was appointed inthe temple of lupiterStator, + — 
vnto which place ſhameleſle Cariline, imagj. 
ning that he might blearetheir eyes by a pre- 
tended purgationreſortedalſo, and with an 
vnachaunged countenance ſhrawded vnder 
the habite ofa Senator, the heartof a ſerpent, - 
And becauſe the method ofthis hiſtorie may 
ſeeme inthisplace to require ſome deſcripri- 
on of the Senatorie ſtate, Iwill briefly ſet 
downe the conſtant and perpetuall order of 
the Romanesin goingto their ſenate. houſe, 
though I cannot counteruaile with &quall 
termes, nor with a perfe& diſcourſe the great 
maieſtic and pompe,that in this reuerend {o- 
lemnitie was obſerued, Thefirſtplace in the 
proceeding totheir Senate had the Dictator, The ſolem- 
(when that office was in efle ) the next he roag proof 
Conſuls, cthethird the Przors: the DiQator Vedin =_ 
was therefore preferred becauſe his power totheScune 
wasſupreme, and was not ſubie&tothe'con- 
troll ofany other, the Conſuls were inthe ſe- 
cond place, becauſe they. were in prehemis

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nence next to the Dictator, and allthe de: 


creesofthe Senate were ratified by the, bea- 
ring date according to the dignitie of their 
perſons: their triumphs alſo were ſigned with 
the ſame marke: ſucha triumph was faidto 
be done, ſuchan one being the ſecond time 
 Conſull,and ſuch an one being thethird time 
Coſul, according as their aduancement was, 
In-the third rancke of theſe greater Magi- 
ſtrates were the Prztors, becauſe they had 
authoritieto call a Senate as the Dictator & 
the Conſuls had, which was not permitted to 
the inferiour magiſtrates: they had alſo iuriſ- 
diction to examine any matter that was done 
within the hundred ſtone, after the vulgar 
ſuppuration, within an hundred miles of the 


citie of Rome on cuery lide, Beforethe Di- 


ator went twelue Licors or Sergeants,who 


at the bidding of the Di&ator and Conſuls : 


did arreſt offenders , and commaunded 


ftrangers that mettheminſigne ofreuerence 


 tolight from their horſes, they caried in their 
hands anenſigneofterror, a double poleaxe 
enuironed wirh a bundle of rods. The Dicta- 
tor was catried ina chaire of cſtate,being ne 
wit 
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with a purple gowne, edged with acrimſon 
border, and inueſted with a robetriumphall, 
which were the ornaments of the auncient 
kings of Rome; the ſameattire had the Con- 
ſuls and Prztors,but the Przxtors did weare a 
filuer coloured garment,and did a[waiesride 
vpon milke white horſes: after theſe the next 
place had the Ceſors,itthere wereany atthat 
time, forthey were in the number of princr 
pall magiſtrates,their office being not of per- 
petuitie, no morethenthe Dj&atorſhip . At- 
tertheſe being the more worthie potentates, 
the inferiour ſort of the authorized perſons 
did immediatly follow. Thefirſt of that order 
were the Ediles of the chaire, becauſe they 
were eonucycd to the ſenatchouſeinachaire 
of yuorie, which monument of honour, as it 
ſeemeth was permitted vnto them, becauſe 
inancienttimesthey were truſted and ador- 
_ nedwith the entire regimetof the citie: theſe 
were created of the bodie of the Senate:next 
rothem ſucceeded the &diles ofthe people, 
which were raiſed to that dignitie from the 
roote ofthe people; afterthe Ediles follow- 
edthey which had borne office, though they 
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were not charged with any office thatpreſent 
yeare. All ofthem ſeuerally marſhalled accor. 
dingto the worthineſle of their calling , the 
Conſulians, the Przcorians, the Xdilrians, 
the laſtplace had the Senators,which had nor 
yetborne affhice, The number of them all in 
ſuch an aſſemblie did ſome time amount to 
the number of{txe hundred all ofthem, theſe 


onely excepted who were borne in chaires of 


eſtate, riding on faire pampered horſes, and 
longtraind gownes, the skirts of which were 
circumſcribed withtheſe words, Senatus, po- 
puluſq; Romanus, V Vhenthe Senators were 
placed, and euery one beganto expect what 
ſhould be ſpoken againſt the rebellious con- 
federates, M, Cicero aimingatCariline with 
his eyes,did thus pierce him with his tongue, 
& with this inue&tiue reprooued his maners.

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the array: bur fearing leſthis foremen ſhould 
faint, he cauſed the tranſucrs legions to fol- 
low his enſigne, who asit were with afide- 
wind aduenturing ypon Popeis atmie,ſtroke 
them downe on eachſide ſo faſt as they went, 
The barded horſe being incenfed with the 
heate of the warre, his heart being boared 
with the point of the ſpeare, exempred him- 
ſelfe from the rcine, The Barbarians being 
notableto reſtraine them gaue way to C- 
ſar, andthe foming ſteede being now the re- 
gent ofthe field, the fight was contuſed and 
difordered:for ypon whom the dart did vn” 
certainly light, Ieauing their horſes perforce 
they lay groning andgroueling on the earth, 
till the hoofes of the arrcaring courſers did 
cruſh the veile of theirbraines. Czſar was 
now come to the heart and center of Pom- 
peis armie, bur the night drew on which 
made both ſides pauſe: Czfar did thanke his 
ſouldjers, andgliding through euery troope 
and band ofthem, he did putnouriſhing olle 
into their burning wrath, He tooke view of 
their ſwords, curiouſly obſeruing whoſe wea- 
pon was oucrflowed with bloud, and whoſe

was dipped atthe point, whoſe hand did trE- 
ble and whoſe was ſtedfaſt, who changedthe 
countenance through feare, & who through 
 turie, and caſting his eyes on the proſtrate 
carcaſſes, trowning vpon them with curled 
forehead, as not yer ſatisfied he fed his iretull 
lookes with the deſolate aſpe& ot hisflaine 
countriemen, bur if he perceiued a gaſpein 
the fleſh of his owne ſouldiers, he would en- 
deuourto cloſe it vp with his hand, &gluing 
them words of comfort and encouragement 
did ſooner heale them then indeede they 
were healed, Atthe dawning of the day next 
enſuing, andatthe firſt entrance of that mor- 
nings bloudie houres, wh-n the welkin had 
put alide the vizard ofthe night, the ſtarres 
being couered and the carth diſcouered by 
rae Sunne, Czfargiuing his ſouldiers new

terrors? the flaine Senate did ſceme to enc0- 
paſſe him on all ſides, brandiſhing their fierie | 
ſwords, ſweating, frying and dropping with 
roſen and ſulpher, and the greateſt torment 
of all was aguiltic conſcience.

/YAhonours,for he was preſent- 
ly made Diaator perperuall, Cenſor perpe- 
tual!, Conſulitor ten yeares, and Emperour 
of Sac: he was called alto the father of his 
countrie, Bur Czſars fortunes did ſoone af- 


| terbegin to decline, andrheſe diuerſe colou- 


redtitles were bur as reincbowes, which do 
glitter gallantly foratime, bur are ſuddenly 
extind: his fatall houre was now approching, 
and enuie ſtayedinthecloudes expeRing his 
end, Butasamightie and huge oake, being 
clad with the exuuials and trophes of ene- 
mies,fenced with an armie of boughs, garni- 
ſhed witha coate of barke as hard asſteele, 

deſpiſcth the force andpower of the windes,

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as being onely able to dallic with the leaues, 
andnot to weaken-the roote; butthe Nor- 
therne wind thatſtrong champion of the airie 
region, ſecretly Jurking in the vault of ome

then Czſar, ſo nothing was more notable, 
then the death of Czſar: for his deareſt frieds 
became his greateſt enemies,and their hands

him vp. Many cauſes were pretended of the The eaſes 
confpiracie bent againſt him , the honours yiraciedenc 
which were beſtowed ypon him, being both - mnt 
manie and great, did cauſe himto be cnuicd 
ofthe Nobles : and likewiſc itwas a matterof 
cauill,becauſcſitting before remple of Venus 
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genitrixthe Senate comming to him to con- 
ſult with him of great aflaires, hedid fit and 
| welcome them, and didnorriſe ynto them : 
another occaſionof quarell was, becauſe M., 
Antonius would haue ſer a Diademe vpon his 
head : the fourth cauſe was,becauſe he depri- 
uced Epidius, Metellus, and Ceſerius Flautus 
of the Tribuacihip : fiftly it was greatly mur- 
mured, becauſe it was conſtantly reported, 
that L. Cotta Quindecemuir that is a cotem- 
platiuercader of Sybillaes prophecies,would 
pronounce ſentence, that becauſe itwas cons 
tained intheprophecies of Sybilla, that the 
Parthians could not be ouercome bur by a 
king ,therefore Czlar ſhould be highted the 
king of Rome.

For, ſending meſſen- 
gers they enioined them to parle with his fol- 
aiers and leaue Ottauius vnipokento : but 
they did wich greatcholJeranſwer, that they 
would not heare aniething vnleſle their Ge* 
nerall were preſent. This peruerſe and prepo- 
ſtzrous dealing made Octauius toenterthe 
City inwarlike maner,and as an enemy vnto 
them, and there he made himſelfe Conſul, & 
Q.Pedius his colleague. M.Cicero didthen 
in publike aſſemblies greatly commend and 
extoll Octauius, but he ſpake one thing and 
meantanother: tor i{dangers had bene once 
paſt,Ciceroes tongue would baue turned an- 
other way. V Viſe and circum{pethe was to 
preuent a miſchiete, but timerous & fearetul] 


to withſtand it when it was befallen, After-

«© experience, that Ottauius will content him-

Czſar when by no meane he could be re- 
ucngedof Brutus, who was Prz{1dent of Ma- 
cedonia, and Caſſius who had the regiment 
of Syria,he ſent for M. Antonius and M.Lepi= 
dus who werethen in France, and they three 
meeting at Bononia,had conference otorde- 
ring and diſpoſing the common affaires, and 
there they agreed to be Treuiri, forthe con- 
ſtitution of the common-weale for fue years 
ſpace. To the charge of Lepidus Spaine and 
Gallia Narbonenſis were alotted, to M.An- 
ronius the other parts of Fraunce, to Czſar 
Libia, Sicilia, and Sardinia. Aftertheſe con- 
ſultationsthey came toRome, and aſligned 
offices to whom itpleaſed them, asking no 
leaue either ofpeople or Senate. Atthattime

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the venimousrancor of Antonius, by whoſe 
meanes he was beheaded, and the head was 
ſerued in meaſe vnto him,which when Fuluia 
the impudent wife of Antonius had eſpied, 
plucking and renting fromthe chaps his gol- 


dentongue,ſhe diſtainedit withthe ſpittle & 


fome of her mouth, ſhe pricked it with nee- 
dles, launcedit with her nailes,brayed itwith 
herfiſt,racked it with her armes,and ſtamped 
it with herfeete. Fooliſh and ſenſlefle anger, 
to inflict reuenge vpona thingrthat was ſen(- 
leſſe, and for the miſliking ofthe man,to hate 
the dead part ofhis body. Butthou didſt no- 
thing Antonius (for the indignation ofpoſte- 
ritie will riſe againſtthee) thou didftnothing 
by taking away the publike voice ofthe City 


and that all-pleaſing tongue. Thou haſt dif- 


poiled Cicero ofa poore remnant of dayes, ' 


thou haſt pared away his old age, thouhaſt 
cauſed himto be ſlaine, when he wiſhed tor 
death, but hisfame and the glorie of his yer* 
rucs and excellent learning, rhouart ſofarre 
from abridging,thatthou haſt augmentedir: 
he liueth and ſhall live by the memorie of all 
ages, andwhilſt the frame ofthis world {hall 

ſtand, 
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"ſtand,and this bodie of nature ſhal continue, 
which that onely Romane did in minde con- 


template, by witvnderſtand,& by eloquence 


deſcribe, the comm endation of Cicero hall 
alway accompaniet,the ſucceding wits ſhall 
wonder at his writings,& cuery mans doome 
{hall condemnethy cruelty. Butthe miſerie 
of theſe times none can ſufficiently deplore, 
ſovnpoſlible itis ro expreſle it by words, But 


| this is to be noted, thatthe care of wiues to- 


ward their husbands, that were proſcribed, 

was maruellous, &1nthe higheſt degree: the 
fidelitie of their free-men but indifferentghe 
loyaltic of their bond-men very ſlender, the 
loue of their children none ar all, ſo priſly and 
loathſome isaduerſity to a mans owne bow- 
els. Caſſius hearing of the great tumults of 
Rome, went from Syria to Smyrna in Aſia, 
where M, Brutus was , to take aduile of the 
ordering of the battel againſt M. Antonius, & 
C. O8auius, who they heard did make expe- 
dition againſt them. V Vherefore Caflius ha- 
uing ouercome the Rhodians, and Aricbar- 
zanes, and Brutus hauing adaed the Pata- 


reans, the Lycians, and other nations of Aſia, 
Bb 2 
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which did before moleſt them,they hated to * 
Macedoniathat they might there wage bat- 
tell. Andthither not long after came Czſar, 
and M. Antonius witha huge hoft,and before 
the citic of Philippithey faced theirenemies 
withthe tents, Thatfightwas verie fierce and 
very doubttul, for Brutus pur Czar ro flight, 

and Antonius Caffius, and eachoftheirtents 
was ranſacked ofthe victor, C.Caſlius when 
Brutus, who he feared was flaine, returned a 
farre off, with his horſemen , thinking that 
they werethe enemies that ourſued him, did 
worke his owne death by the hand of one of 
his retinue. V Vithin a few dayes after M.Bru- 
rus being ouercomein another battell, and 
ouerborne with deſpaire, enforced Strabo 
that fled with himro ſlay him with his ſword : 
which a&,many noble Romanes to the num- 
ber of fortie did imitate, There wereneuer a- 
nieto whom fortune did ſooner approch, the 
to Brutus and Caſſius: and neuer anie trom 
whom ſhe did more ſuddenly flie : Caſltus 
was the better Capraine, Brutus the better 

Counleller, Brutus was more to be loued, 


Caſſius to be feared , becauſe the one excel 
le 
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ledinvertue, the otherin valor. VVho ifthey 
had conquered inthis fight, it would haue 
bene more expedient tor the Romanes to 
haue bene ruled by Brutus then Caſſius, by 
how muchitwas more fatetothem in theend 
ro be gouerned by Octauius then Antonius, 
The yeare following there grew diſcord be- 
tweene Czſarand L.Antonius Conſul, and 
Fuluia wite to M.Antonius, They were offen- 
ded with Czfar, becauſe he ſhared that part 
of Macedonia to his ſouldiers which M. An- 
tonius ſhould haue hag, Fuluia was the more 
earnelt againſt Ocauius, becauſe he had c6- 
ceiueda deep dilpleaſure againſther daugh- 
ter, and had thereupon diuorced her, Czar 
was likewiſe incenſedagainſt Antonius, be-_ 
cauſe he would not ſend to him that ſupply of 
ſouldiers,which he ought to haue. Antonius 
therefore in his brothers quarell, maintained 
watre, Fuluia leagued vnto him held Przne- 
ſte, and thereſhe behaucd her ſelfe as the 0- 
ther Conſul, cotemning P.Seruilius who was 
indeed Conſul, being like to a woman in no- 
thing but onely inſexe:; L. Antonius with an 
hoſtile inuaſion entred the citie ofRome;the

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armic of M. Lepidus , who was left there as 
warden of the Citic being diſcomfited, and 
' afterwarddeparting thence toward Fraunce, 
was intercepted by Czfar,who beſieged hins 
Colirbefic. Þ longri time at Peruſta, in the countrey of He- 
get Perubia rruria, and oftentimes making an eruption & 
ſuffering a repulſe,he was conſtrained to ſub- 
mit him ſ{elte , whom Czfar pardoned, but 
many of rhe Senators and Romane Knights 
were ſacrificed vponthealtar of lulius Cefar, 
He deſtroyed Peruſta,and hauing broughti in- 
_ to his power all the agmie of the contrarie 
ſide ended that warre, Cn,Domitius Calui- 
Toe. NUS,ANd C,Afinius Pollio being Conſuls,Pol- 
e praiſe _. , 
of Alinius HO Was a man of notable giits, who howſoe- 
rd .uer matters befell, was loucd of all fortes of 
men, lulius Czfar did make great reckening 
and accomptothim, after his deaththe ene. 
miesof Czxſar did orcatly fauour him, M.An- 
ronius had him in ſingular zſtimation, Octa- 
utus held him neare yato his heart, an excel- 
lent ſcholer, and a worthie ſouldier the ooay 
obiec ofthe learned, whom both in proſe & 
poemes, they hauec condignely commended, 


ſothatIneednor to proccede in his praiſes, 
| this 


to be extolled for his Jaudable qualiries,then 
admired for his rare and wonderfull fortune; 
he was not long before with Antonius in £- 


gypt,bur ſeeing him ſo vainely beſotted with 


the loue of Cleopatra, ſeeing him knight of 


the Cannapee, who was earlt Lord of the 
field, being aſhamed of him ashe wasa Ro- 
mane,a{hamed ofhimas a General,aſhamed 
of him as now an vnworthie companion tor 
Pollio, he left himin Egypt with his concu- 
bine, and cameto Rome. Afterward C xfar 
and Lepidus tell at variance, ſo that Lepidus 
was compelled to ſurrender all his authority, 
andto ſtand ro Czfarsmerciefor his life.Ce- 
far didthen fight with Sex. Pompeius on the 
ſea. Pompey deiug there ouercome fled to 
Sictlic, and afterward into Aſia,and as he was 
preparing watrre againſt Antoni, he was takse 
ot M.Titius, Antonius bis Lieutenant,by who 
he was {laine, The laſtciuill warre which was 
betwixt the Romaines was that which was 
ought by Czſar againſt Antoni at AQtium, 
The occaſton of emnitie betwixt them was 
thus, Antonius did reproue Czlar becau'e

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he had taken to him{e!*rhe armie of Lepidus 
&thatwhich followed Sex. Pompeius,which 
oughtto haue bene common to taem three, 
Czar did obie& to Antonius, that he did 
keepe Egypt without lawfull commillion, 
that he cauſed Sex. Pompecius to be flaine 
without his conſent,that he caſt Artauaſdes a 
Prince, leagued with the Romans, and taken 
by trecheric, into priſon, & & diſhonored him, 
with gyues and tetters, to the great infamie 
of the Romanes, that he was more familiar 
with Cleopatra then became an honeſt man, 
thathe had beſtowed too great gittes ypon 
her, that hehad called Czſars ſurmiſed ba- 
ſtard begotten of Cleopatra,Cefarion,to the 
great diſgrace of that houſe . Thele things 
priuately by letters and publikely by meſſen- 
air GETS WETE mentioned by mutuall obie&ion, 
a:ththece. Car afterward did reade Antonius his te" 
Macao Cament in the open Senate, which came to 
his hands by this meane, Certaine ſouldiers 
which did flie fro Antonius to him, told bim, 

that the authentike will or aflarogis of M.* 
Antonius, did remaine 1n the cuſtodie ofthe 
Virgins veſtall , of whom Czfar did obtaine

VVhen the people of Rome had heard 
the purport of this teſtament, they thought 
that Antonius his drift, was to giue Rome to 
Cleopatra, for a ſpeciall fauour, for which 
cauſe they were e maruellouſly moued againſt 
Antonius, Czar did behaue him ſelfe i inthis 
matter very wiſely and warily, for in wordes 
he prztended warre againſt Cleopatra only, 
and cauſed jr to be proclaimed by the heralt, 
that the Zgyptian Queene did intend the 
ſuppreſſing ofthe Romanes, That was done 


by 
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by Czfar,to the endthathe might auoydthe 
hatred of manie noble men, who didrather 
afte& Antonius then him, But whe Antonius 
forthe loue of Cleopatra woldncither come 
into the citie ro render account ofthis doings, 
nor depole his Triumuiracie, but was wholly 
bulted in preparing warre againſt [ralie,Cz- 


far did turnith himfelfe as well for ſea as for. 


land: he therefore gathered manie ſouldiers 
out of Spaine, Fraunce, Lybia, Sardinia and 
Sictlia, Antonius likewiſe did make an armic 
of Aſtans, Thracians, Macedonians,Grecias, 
Aoyptians and Cyrenians, And inthe yeare 


following C. Cxſar and M. Meſlalla being 


Conſuls, Antonius and Cleopatra at Aﬀtium 
a promontorie of Epirus, encountred Cz/ar, 
who hauing proſperous ſucceſle in many bat- 
rels againſtthem, as welf on ſea as on land, 
they being ar length overcome fledto Alex- 


andria in Egypr. Cxſar did ſacrifice all the 54am cx 
ſar {acrifiſerh 
31! che Pinnas 


pollo, who was worihipped at Adtium, as a 94;ollo. 


pinaſſes which he had takenin warre, to A- 


monument of thankfulneſle for his vicorie, 
and didatſo inſtitute a hue yeres ſolemnitie, 
which was called the ſolemnitie of Aiuimn, 
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belidesthis he built a fairetemple to Apollo, 
andinthe place where his rents were pitched 
ne founded a great city called Nicopolis,the 
citic of vitorie, Aſinius Pollio did ſtill pre” 
ſerue the auncient amitie that was betwixt 
him and M, Antonius, for when Czlar at his 
departing from Rome,requeſted him thathe 
would joyne with him , in his warres againſt 
Antonius, he madethis anſwer; The benefites 


_ of Antonius towards me, will not permit me 


ro bean enemiec vnto him, and my merites at 
the hands of Antonius be farre otherwiſe,ths 
that Antonius ſhould be an enemie vnto me, 


 wherefore leauing both and leaning to ner 


ther, I wilſtay herein Italie,and betne ſpoile 
of the conqueror, Czar did afterward be- 
ſiege Antonius & Cleopatra at Alexandria, 
where Antonius being in a molt deſperate 
plight, being in no poſlibilitie to recouer Ce- 
fars fauour, and hearing by a falſe rumor,that 
Cleopatra was flaine, did ſuddenly ſtab him- 
ſelfe. Cxartooke Alexandria , and with 1t 
Cleopatra, but becauſe ſhe would notgrace 
Ocauius ſo much as to be led intriumph by 


him, ſhe put Aſpesto her breaſts, and was by 
them 
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themdoneto death, though her keeper had 
- przcile charge to looke carctully vnto her, 
Egypt was then brought by Czfarintothe 
forme ofa prouince,and hauing wade Cor- 
nelius Gallus Przfidentthere, he came to 
Rome,where he hadatriplettiumphythe one 
of Dalmatia, which he brought to conformi- 
tic after his warre finiſhed againſt Sex, Pom- 
peius, the other of Actium, the third of Alex- 
andria, V Vhen Ceſar withthe great applauſe 
and gratulation ofths Romanes had pacihed 
the whole precin& ofthe world, and for that 
cauſe had (thutthe temple of Tanus the third 
time, and an augurie of faterie was celebra- 
ted, which two things were neuer done but 
when the whole Empire was in quietneſle, he 
purpoſed to depole the Empirie , &to bring 
the common-weale toa good & perfe& con- 
ſtitution, To depoſe the Empirie, M,Agrippa 
did perſwade him, but Mecenas did diſlwade 
him,whoſe opinion he yeelded vnto.V Vher- 
fore endeuoring by law to confirme the Em- 
piric,and to win the fauour and good gſftima- 
tion, as well of the Nobles-and Senators ,as 


ofthe people , he burnt all the Jetters which 
Cc 3 
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+ thecitizens that were thenin Rome orour 
of Rome had writteto Antonius, leſt any Se- 

- nator who did follow Antonius his faction, 
ſhould thi:ke himſelte to be hated of Ceſar 

for that cauſe, & ſo ſhould attemptſome miſ- 
chief againſthim:herelecued the common 
ſtocke , which was greatly waſted by cull 
warres, with his owne priuate wealth,& them 
that were indebted to the common treaſurie, 

| the billes of debt being burnt with his owne 
F handes, he did tree fromthe daunger of the 
, rolle, And whereas many things were done, 
in the tumults and ſeditions of the citizens, 
againſt law and cuſtome by Lepidus and An- 
ronius, he did repeale them by an Edidt, and 
made his ſixth Conſulſhip,whichhe her en- 
ioyed to bethe deati-day of theſe Jawes; by 
which meanes when he had worthily drawne 
vnto him the hearts ot the people, yerin one 
thing he pleaſed them aboue thereſt, which 
was donerather of poilicic the ofplaine mea- 
ning: for hauing ſingled out a great number 
of *cnators, whoſe Joue toward him was ſpe- 
cially approued,in a very frequent Senate,he 
did gffer to ſurrender the Empire into the 
hands 
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hands ofthe Senators and people, But ſome 
ofthe Senators, becauſe they ſuſpe&tedthat 
his wordes differed from his meaning, ſome 
becau'e they did feare greater daunger by a 
popular eſtate,others becauſe they teared his 
diſpleaſure, ifthey ſhould agree vntoit, they . 
did withone voice refuſe the offer, and ioy- 
nedin earneſt ſute and humble petition vnto 
him,that he would be the ſolegouernourand 
abſolute Emperour of Rome , and forthat 
cauſethey did decree thatthe ſtiped ofthoſe 
who did guard hisperſon ſhould be doubled, 
that he might be in more fafetic by that 
meane,bothto his friends and to the comon- 
weale. VVhen by thefranke aſſent of the Se- 
nate and people, he had thus,not confirmed 
the auncient Empirie, but in deed created a 
new Monarchie , thathe might ſeeme popu- 
lar, he was content to charge him ſelfe with 
the weightie affaires ofthe Empire : but the 
authoritic and dignitie thereot he did comu- 
nicate with the people : and therefore vnto 
the Senate and people he did allot Numidia, 
Aſta, Grzcia, Epirus, Dalmatia, Macedonia, 
Sicilia,Creta,Cyrene, Bythinia, Pontus,Sar- 
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dinia and | S 'i{pania Betica : which werethe 
more peaceable and quiet countries,To him 
ſelfe he tooke the other parts of Spaine, and 

all Fraunce a S/n ASI ja 
quitanica Celtica, likewiſe Germania, Coe- 


. loſyria, Phontcts , Cyprus and Egypt, And 


that he might void out oft heir minds all {u{- 
pitionof Monarchie, the {upreme auhoritie 
that was aligned to him he did only reſtraine 
totenyercs Doriatiancs: The Romanes did 
beſtow diverſe honors ypon Czfar, planting 
b:fore the doore ofhis CourtaBaytree,on 
the top whereof they ſet a wreath of ken 
boughs, ſignitying that he was the man that 
had both ouercome their enemies, and ſect 
their citic in {afetie. They decreed alſo thar 
his Court ſhould be called a Pallace, ſo that 
in what region ſocuerthe Romane E mperor 


did fviourne, his Court was called a Pallace, 


and that he ſhould be called Auguſtus, For 
when many would baue adorned kim with 
ſometitle of excellencie, Cxlar had a great 
deſire to be cailed Romulus ſecundus, but 
becauſe that did reſemble too much thetaitle 
of a king , he was content to be called Avgu- 


{tus, 
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ſtus, that is, maicſticall or diuine, Thus had 
Czfrthepower ofa king the ſtile only tore- 
 priſed, Inbimallthe dignitiesand magiſtra- 
cies did meere, he was ſole Conſul, in deter- 
mining iudicially of publike affaires,fole P6- 
tifex,for he had that ſpeciall title,ſole Cenſor 
in taxing the Romanes by poales, and ftning 
them for faults, ſole Tribune, in abrogating 
theſe lawes & voiding theſe as which were 
made and doneby other magiſtrates: which 
thoughin ſhew they were manie, yetin deed 
there was now but one Magiſtrate in Rome, 
one Emperour, one Auguſtus; but theſe ho- 
nors did not warrant Czfars quietneſle, for 
he was endangered by many trecheries, and 
being thereby too ſcuere in puniſhing both 


the worthie and vnworthie,vpon ſuſpition & 


ſurmiſe without anie formall proceeding a- 
221nſtthem, hedidindeed miniſter ole vnto 
the lame of their malice. Amongſt the reſt 
Cn, Cornclius, whoſe grandfather was Cn. 
Pompeius Magnus, did with his complices 
imagiae and conſpire the death of Auguitus, 
whom Ceſar would not put to death,becaulſe 
hethought by that meane , #1 ſhould gaine 
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no great ſecuritie, neither would he deliuer 
them from impriſonment ,leſt others might 
take courage & counſell to attemptthelike, 
V Vith this doubt & perplexitic he was grie- 
uouſly troubled , and cares did torment his 
mind both inthe night and inthe daytime 
wherefore walking alone in his garden, and 
muſing what to do, Liuia the Empreſle came 
vnto him, anc prayed him of all loucs to re- 
ueale vnto her, whatgriefe had encroched 
ypon his heart, and what was the cauſe of his 
vnuſuall dumpes, to whom Czſar made this 
« anſwer, Can any man, Liuia, be ofa calme 
« and contented mind,againſt whom on euery 
« {dearelaydthe ſnares oftreaſon? Seeſttnou 
« not how manie doe beliege my quiectneſle, 
« whom the puniſhment of condemned per- 
« ſons doth not only not deterre, but,asifthere 
« were ſome hope of reward, others ruth def- 
« peratly forward to vnlawfull attempts. Liuia 
« whenſhe heard this, did thus reply, It is no 
« maruel,my Lord,if you be beſet with digers,
